Expert* Disagree as to * »1OO Bank Note. 


A $100 bank bill is causing a good deal 


of discussion among bank tellers and 
government officials. As to whether it 
is good or bad there is a difference of 
opinion. 


The bill turned up at the Illinois Trust 


and Savings bank a few days ago. Tell- 
er Cooper thought it a good bill and 
showed it to other experts. It purported 
to have been issued by the First National 
bank of Boston. To settle the question 
the bill was taken to the subtreasury. 
Receiving Teller Schoeninger pronouncd 
it bad and punched the word counterfeit 
in it as is customary. 


There are few counterfeit $100 bank 


bills known to be in existence, and that 
of the First National of Boston is one 
uf the best. In $100 bank bills, at the 
left is a picture of Commodore Perry 
and his men in a rowboat on Lake Erie 
just as the commodore is about to utter 
the memorable words, "We have met 
the enemy, and they are ours." In gen- 
uine bills water is seen to be dripping 
from both sides of an oar suspended 
above the water. In the counterfeits 
the water drips from only one side of 
the oar blade. The bill in question had 
a drip on only one side, it is claimed, al- 
though the bill was so much worn that 
it was difficult to determine that point. 
It was the main point on which Mr. 
Schoeninger bases his decision. 


Tellers generally think the bill is good 


in spite of the decision of the receiving 
teller of the subtreasury. It has been 
sent to Washington for a final decision. 
—Chicago Tribune* •

A Peerens Whose Title Went Back to 1804. 


By the death of the Dowager Lady 


Falmonth her eldest eon, the present 
Lord Falmoutb, succeeds to one of the 
most venerable titles in the English 
peerage. The barony of Le Despencer 
tvas created by writ of summons in 1264, 
xnd the name of Hugh Le Despencer 
was of historic note in the reigns of Ed- 
irard II and Edward III. The barony 
being a barony by writ was transmissi- 
ble, where male heirs failed, in the fe- 
xiale line, and a succession of heiresses 
carried the title of Le Despencer in the 
families of Beauchamp, Nevill, Fane 
,ind Stapleton. After three centuries of 
abeyance it was revived in favor of Sir 
Thomas Stapleton, who became Lord Le 
Despencer in 1788. 


The eldest son died in his father's life- 


time, lep.vine; an only daughter, Mary 
Frances Stapleton, who on her grand- 
father's death became Baroness Le De- 
spencer in .her own right. The little 
heiress was then only nine years old, 
and she was the only young lady who 
aver made her debut in society already 
* peeress in her own right. Lady Le 
Despencer soon bestowed her hand, her 
heart and her beautiful place, Mere- 
worth, near Maidstone, on a young bar- 
rister, Mr. Evelyn Boscawen, who short- 
ly after became Lord Falmouth and 
lived to be so well known in the racing 
world. 


The venerable title of Le Despencer 


thus became merged in the superior 
though much more modern dignity of 
Viscount Falmouth, and there it must 
remain unless some future Lord Fal- 
mouth shall have daughters only. In 
that case the viscounty of ITalmouth be- 
ing, like the common run of modern 
peerages, transmissible only in the male 
tine, will pass to the nearest male heir. 
If there are more daughters than one' 
the barony of Le Despencer will fall 
into abeyance among them, and if there 
is only one she will blossom out as Bar- 
jnesB Le Despencer, and if she marries 
will carry »nvay the title into her hus- 
uand's family.—London Letter.

According to the consul at Magador,

>ng in Arabic characters the names of 
Molmmnie>l, of Hassan and Ali, and 
>thers held sacred by Moslimen, and 
Dearing other writing not suitable to be 
>n such articles, I order you to give 
•lotice to the merchants to advise their 
jorrespondents in other countries to dJs- 
oontinue the sending of goods so mark- 
ed. A reasonable time will be allowed 
for this notice to reach them. Any such 
^oodn imported after due notice has been 
j;i von will be seized by the government 
mil treated as contraband. Should the 
mporter bqr a Moslem, he will be pun- 
ished in addition to the forfeiture."—

Heretofore 1888 has 
borne the banner for production, or 
rather shipments, with a total of 38,145,- 
na tons, but the present outlook is that 
1891 will surpass this by about 2,000,000 
tons, or something over 40,000,000 in all,

"5,000,000 tons greater than the shipments 
of 1890. 


The statistics of shipments of hard 


coal up to Dec. 5 show that so far in 1891 
37,509,559 tons had been shipped, an in> 
crease of 4,039,593 over 1890 for the cor- 
responding period. The shipments for 
December agreed upon by the companies 
are 8,250,000 tons, and if that full 
amount were carried the total is consider- 
ably over 40,000,000,—Philadelphia Rec- 
ord. 


Grapes All 'Winter. 


Fresh grapes can be had all through 


the winter at a trifling expenditure of 
care and attention. The grapes should 
be cut when just ripe, with several inches 
of stem on each bunch, and then be 
placed in paper boxes, with a layer of 
crumpled newspaper underneath and 
another above them. The bunches should 
not touch, and the grapes should not be 
piled in the box. Keep them in a cool, 
dry room—not in the cellar, the damp- 
ness there is sure to spoil them—and 
with care to prevent their freezing they 
will be as eatable in February as in 
Octo'ier.—Interview in St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat. 


Sixty-live million Dollar* an Acre. 
The other day the Southeastern Rail- 


way company was asked no less a sum 
than £1,350,000 for a small and practi- 
cally useless piece of ground in Ber- 
mondsey.

OF 
POLITICS. 


Stnleamen are contemplating the mut- 


ability of politics as, exemplified in Con 
gress. Two yours «go at the commence 
ment of the Fifty-first Congress the Re- 
publicans hud » mnjority io tlie Senate 
and Honse. They increased the major 
ity in the H'mso by unseating Bevera' 
Democrats, and added to the majority in 
the Sonata by admitting Idaho and Wy- 
oming. Mow the House is about three 
fourths Democratic nnd the Speaker of 
of the last Congress, if the rules of that 
H'>use should be adopted by the present 
one, would not be hcnrd during the ses- 
sion and seen on'y when it became nec- 
essary, if such necessity should arise, to 
count him to make a quorum. 


Two years ago the Republicans hud R 


mnj'irity of ten in the Senate, which they 
increased to fourteen by admitting Idaho 
and Wyoming. 
This, they claimed 


•would ke3p them in a mnjority in the 
Upper House of Congress for ten or a 
dozen years. 
Within the Inat year this 


majority has been reduced by the elec 
lion of Palmer of Illinois to succeed Fur- 
well, Vilis of Wisconsin to succeed 
Spooner, and Hill of New York to suc- 
ceed Evarts. 
Changes Irive also been 


made by the election of Puffur in Kansas, 
to succeed logalls, and of Kyle of South 
Dakota to succeed Moody. Peffer acts 
with the Republicans and Kyle with the 
Democrats, giving the Democrats a net 
gain of four and reducing the Republican 
majority from fourteen to six. 


The terms of Aldrioh of Rhode Island, 


of Hiscock of New York, of Sawyer ot 
Wisconsin, and of Sanders of Montana, 
will expire March 4, 1893, and their suc- 
cessors will be elected next Winter, 
It 


is believed that New York and Montana 
will elect Democrats, in which event the 
S-nate will be a tie, and if Wisconsin or 
Rhode Island should elect a Democrat it 
would give that party control of the Sen- 
ate next year. 


The injustice of electing United States 


Senators by vote of tho Legislature in- 
stead of by popular vote, is apparent in 
Massachusetts, Rhode Island and Con- 
necticut, as it was until quite recently in 
New York, 
These States have Demo- 


cratic Governors, but all the Senators 
from them are Republicans, save Hill of 
New York, who 
is tha first Dem- 


ocratic Senator from that State for many 
years, though it has invariably elected 
Governors of that political faith for a 
UKZJD or more years.

A Bimetallic Congress. 


WASHINGTON, January 11.—In tbe Senate 


to-day Teller of Colorado introduced a res- 
olution for a himetall.c congress. 
Tbe 


resolution declares it to be the determined 
policy of the United SlatoS Government to 
use both gold and silver as fnll legal tei.der 
money either under tho rate now existing 
in the United States or ond.T one tbat 
may hereafter be tsUbli-hed by the United 
States alone or iu accord wilh other na- 
tions. It directs the President to invite 
the governments of the countries compos- 
ing the so called Latin Union and such 
other nations as be may deem advisaMe to 
join the United States in a conference and 
to adopt a common ratio bdtween gold 
and silver for th» purpose of establishing 
an international use of bimetallic money 
and of securing a Cxiiy of the relative 
values between those mttaU. 
Whenever 


the governments, or any three of them, 
shall have agreed to unite, and whenever, 
iu the judgment of the President, a suf- 
ficient number of 
nations shall have 


entered into soon an international agree- 
ment the President is to declare the ratio 
so fixed to be the existing ratio in the 
United State?. The President is to ap- 
point not less than three nor more than five 
commiss'.oners, whose reports to him shall 
ba transmitted to Congress and who shall 
each receive $5,000 a year and reasonable 
«xpt-ntes. 


Teller spoke at some length in advocacy 


ol hia resolution. Stewart submitted a 
statement in connection with the resolu- 
tion he offered last week instraotirg the 
Judiciary Committee to inquire what 
farther legislation was necessary to secure 
fie coinage of silver as provided by the 
Bland act.

OPINION. 


SENATOR STKWATR'S RESOLUTION, 


It M»y Kesult In Opening the Mint for 


Sliver t'olnage. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., January 5, 1891. 


EDITOR NEVADA. STATIC JODBNAL:—Sen- 


ator Stewart introduced the following ree- 
oliitioc to-da; : 


WHEREAS, By the fourteeuih section of 


the act approved January 18th, 1837, it is 
provided "That gold und silver bo'Hon 
brought to tbf> mint for coinage nhnli be 
received and coined, ty thn propt-r officers, 
for the benefit of the depositor;" and 


WHEBEAS, By the act approval February 


28th, '878. eiititltfii "An Act to authorize 
the coiu:g. of the BUnlard silver dullar, 
and to restore its Itgil lender character," 
it is enacted "Thut there shall tw» coined 
at the sevoral u.intB of the U: itfd St>ti-s 
silver dollars of the weight of four but dred 
and twtlvo and a Lalf grains trry of 
st indard »i!vtr. as rrovlded in the act of 
January 18, 1837, on »bich shbll be the 
devices anj saberFcriptions provided .in 
said act;" therefore be it 


Resolved, That thy Committee CD the 


Judiciary bo, and it is hereby, infitrnoUd 
to inquire if any further legi-lation is nec- 
essary to make it the daly of the proper 
officers of llio miut to leccive and coin 
silver bullion f ,r the benefit of deponitorp. 


Immediately aft^r the introduction of 


the above resolution your correspondent 
interviewed Senator Stewart. 


Correspondent.—Whut is the mtauing of 


your resolution with regard to silver coin- 
age, which WHS referred to lha Judiciary 
Committee to-d»y? 


Senator Stewart.—It is provided io the 


•ict of 1837 "That goU and silver bullion 
brought to tho mitt for coinage, sh ill bo 
reeiired nnd coined, by the proper officers, 
for the benefit of the depositor." There 
la no other mode or manner provided for 
comnge iu that act. 


The Bland act of 1878, entitled "An Act 


to authorize the coinage of the standard 
silver dollar, and to restore its legal tender 
character," revives the law of 1837 rtlaiing 
to the coinage of silver bullion for the ben- 
• fit of the depositor. It declares "That 
there shnll be coined, at the severe! mints 
of the United States, silver dollars of the 
weight of four hundred and twelve cm<? a 
half grains troy of standard silver, as pro- 
vided in the act of January 18tb, 1837, on 
which shall be the devices and superscrip- 
tions provided in said act." The require- 
ment that tho officers of the mint shall coin 
silver bullion for depositors, as provided 
in the act of 1837, is unequivocal. Tt at 
act makes it their duty to do so. The act 
of 1837 also prescribes the devices and 
superscription-". Why they have not re- 
ceived and coined silver as prescribed in 
the act remains a myatery. The omission 
to enforce this provision of law is unac- 
countable. It appears to have been over- 
looked by ull parties. I myself have hesi- 
tated to call attention to this law, fearing 
that there might be some other provision 
repealing, suspending, or qualifying it. 
But at the suggestion of Mr. E. D. Stark, 
a lawyer of Ohio, I have examined the 
qnt-stioQ with as much oars as my time 
would permit, nnd fail to find any ropeal 
or modification of the statute. The fact 
that the act of 1878 requires the purchase 
and eoinngs of nilver by the Secretary of 
the Treosary does not modify the preced- 
ing requirement that he shall also coin for 
i.leposi:ora. 


But before .asserting on my individual 


responsibility that the law makes no dis- 
crimination as to coinage between gold and 
silver, I thought it beet to submit the ques- 
tion to the Judiciary Committee. I shall 
be surprised if they do not find that as a 
matter of Uw it is the duty of the officers 
of the mint to coin silver bullion into 
standard dollars, at tl'e ratio of 16 to 1, 
for the benefit of depositors.

CO-OPERATIVE YACHTrN.0. 


An English Method of Cruising Without 


Buying an Expensive* Boat. 


It is becoming more and more popular 


every year in England for steamers to 
go out with passengers bound on a regu- 
lar yachting cruise. In summer they go 
cruising up among the fiords of Norway 
and visit the North cape. 
In winter 


they go to the Mediteranean or the West 
Indies. A lot of people on pleasure bent 
engage passage and have all the pleasure 
of a cruise on a steam yacht without the 
trouble and expense of owning one. 


Richard J. Goodwin, a retired mer- 


chant of this city, who has made a trip 
on one of th'eso vessels to the North cape, 
said in conversation with a reporter re- 
cently: "I was delighted with my ex- 
perience, and don't know of a better way 
to spend an outing. Captain R. D. Lun- 
ham was the pioneer in this service. He 
commanded the British steamer Ceylon, 
and ran her with great success on various 
pleasure cruises to Norway, the Baltic 
and the Mediterranean. He then pur- 
chased the steamer Victoria. She is a 
beautiful vessel of over 1,800 tons and 
fitted up like the most luxurious of pri- 
vate yachts. Hor saloons are paneled 
in different colored marbles, and she is 
lighted with electric lights. 
In fact 


nothing could exceed the beauty and 
elegance of the Victoria's fittings. I was 
so much pleased with her when I went 
on board to inspect her that I engaged 
passage at once. 


"There were sixty-eight passengers on 


board when we left the Tilbury docks, 
below London, for our twenty-five days' 
ciuise to Norwegian fiords and the Cape 
of the Midnight Snn. Nearly all of the 
passengers were English, but we had 
three or four from Brooklyn and New 
York. We left the Thames on June 27, 
and at 6 o'clock that night had cleared 
the Nore and stood out into the North 
sea. The wind and sea increased and 
shook us up somewhat, and the next day 
it blew almost n gale. Most of the pas- 
sengers put in an appearance at the 
breakfast table, however. As the day 
wore on the sea and wind continued to 
increase, and many of the passengers 
sought the seclusion which their state- 
rooms granted. By noon of June 29 we 
ran into smooth water again and were 
able to make an acquaintance with each 
other. A pleasant party it proved to be. 


"We reached the Norwegian coast that 


day at the little village of Scudesnaes, a 
quaint old Norwegian place, where u 
government officer came on board and 
remained with us for tho rest of the 
cruise, which was through sheltered 
passages up the coast. After leaving 
Scudeenaes we entered the Fiord Har- 
danger, and by 6 o'eloofe the next morn- 
tug anchored in the charming bay of 
Odde, surrounded with snow capped 
hills. We remained here thirty-six hours, 
our steam launch making frequent trips 
to the shore, so we had a chance thor- 
oughly to inspect the town, 


"From Odde we ran up through a long 


line of fiords, seeing on every hand the 
grand Norwegian scenery, until we fin- 
ally arrived at the North cape, and from 
its stern heights beheld the midnight 
sun. 
It was a trip I never can forget, 


and one of the most satisfactory in every 
respect which I ever made. It was not 
an expensive trip either. In fact, I re- 
gard such a trip as the perfection of eco- 
nomical enjoyment. 


"The expense of siioli a trip as I have de- 


scribed is about ten dollars a day, which 
cannot bo consiilored lurge considering 
the accommodations offered and the lux- 
ury in which one travels."—New York 
Tribune.

In order to economize space 


weight, steel is being used for th<

of the chimney is lined with fire brick 
8 inches deep, formed to fit the shell 
compactly ,..'.1 round. Above this hollow 
tile is used. 


The weight of a brick chimney of this 


size would be almost 700 tons, while in 
steel it will weigh, including the linings, 
a little less than 230 tons. The outside 
diameter of the chimney is 9 feet 5 
inches, whereas had it been constructed 
of brick it would be 10 feet 6 inches, a 
gioat saving of space being thus effected.
